If your idea of a candidates’ 
night is a public debate. by candi- 
dates for office at which they ex- 
press divergent viewpoints, attack 
each other’s credibility and fill 
the air with acrimony, don’t ex- 
pect to find one in Greenbelt this 
election year. The Greenbelt East 
Advisory Coalition (GEAC) Can- 
didates’ Night on October 5 had 
to rely on Mother Nature to cre- 
ate a storm. The few people in- 
side, sheltered from the heavy 
rains that beat against the roof, 
heard only quiet, polite, generally 
informed comments, There was 
very little difference in opinion 
expressed—not enough to sepa- 
rate one council candidate from 
another. Even the one challenger 
to the five incumbents, Valerie 
Siegel, seemed to act more like 
an incumbent than a challenger. 


Save the Library 

Candy Culhane of Green 
Spring asked the question that 
evoked the most significant re- 
sponse from the candidates. She 
noted the threat last year to close 
the Greenbelt Branch Library, 
which was prevented by a one 
time state grant, and noted that 
there was going to be another 
budget shortfall this year that 
could result in the library closing. 
“What steps will you take to pre- 
vent that from happening?” she 
asked. 

The unanimous response from 
the six candidates present was: 
the library will not close—period! 

Mayor Antoinette Bram led off 
the responses. “I will do any- 
thing in my power to see that the 
library stays open, even if it has 
to become a private foundation. 
It will stay open.” Siegel pro- 
posed that the city go to court if 
necessary to keep the library 
open, noting that there are other 
cost savings tactics that can be 
done, such as reducing hours at 
all libraries. It [closing the li- 


brary] is unconstitutional, illegal 
and it cannot be done.” 

“To have selected closing is 
unconstitutional,” Edward Putens 


said, backing up Siegel, noting — 


that the council had been pre- 
pared to fight the closing and go 
to court last winter when the 
closing was proposed. Rodney 
Roberts felt that County Execu- 
tive Wayne Curry was using the 
threat of closing as a card to play 
in getting relief from the county 
tax limitations imposed by TRIM. 
Thomas White pointed out that 
the library was an important de- 
terrent to crime. “It’s never go- 
ing to go dark as far as I’m con- 
cerned,” Judith Davis told 
Culhanne. 


Crime 

Crime, which is the number 
one concern throughout the coun- 
try, led the list of three questions 
posed by GEAC through its 
president, Margaret Powell of 
Greenbrook Village, who served 
as moderator. Are current police 
efforts successful deterrents? 
What other steps would you 
take? 

Roberts was first to respond to 
this question. “Crime is all 
around us, It is not something 
we can instantly solve.” He took 
special note of the bicycle patrol 
program that he first proposed 
four years ago when first elected 
to the council. It is now imple- 
mented and, he claims, is work- 
ing. He noted that seven arrests 
relating to auto thefts had been 
made by the bicycle patrol officer 
in just one day in Greenbelt East. 
His goal is to have two bicycle 
patrol officers 24 hours a day in 
each of the city’s three sectors. 

Bram pointed out that one- 
third of the city budget goes to- 
ward public safety, and most of 
that money is for the police. 
“Every initiative that they [the 
police] can come up with to 
make the city safer is imple- 
mented.” 





Putens noted the - 
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Beltway Plaza substation and the 
noise ordinance as new tools that 
the council had provided to the 
police. He advocated a city- 





other school resource officer to 
serve the Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School cluster of schools. 

Although Davis felt that citi- 
zens perceive crime to be higher 
than it really is, she felt that po- 
lice officers needed to do a little 
more of getting out of their cars 
and off their bikes and talking to 
people. She also felt that more 
citizens needed to be crime 
watchers. Siegel felt that there 
was a need to strengthen crime 
deterrence efforts, which she con- 
siders a secondary function for 
the police who are first respon- 
sible for law enforcement. One 
thought for GEAC was to possi- 
bly restrict access to parking lots 
with gates during certain hours as 
a means of deterring car thefts. 


White called the current efforts

Fifty Years Ago 


Council Election Brouhaha 


by James Giese 
September, 1945—Fifteen can- 
didates sought election to the 
Greenbelt Town Council, There 
were two slates of five and five 


independent candidates. The slate 
sponsored by the “Committee of 
American Voters” won. It con- 
sisted of three incumbents, 
George F. Bauer, Allen D. 
Morrison and Paul Dunbar and 
newcomers Joseph L. Rogers and 
John A. Cain. All but Cain re- 
ceived more that 50% of the 
votes cast and were immediately 
elected. Cain fell short and had to 
win a run-off election the follow- 
ing week against Sherrod East, a 
member of the “Reform” slate 
and a member of the first town 
council back in 1937, (After a 
runoff election between Richard 
Pilski, who won, and Clifford 
Simonson was held in 1965, the 
city charter was amended to re- 
quire winning candidates to 
achieve 40% of the vote, instead 
of 50%, in order not to be forced 
to face a run-off election, and 


there have been no run-off elec- 
tions since then.) 

Two issues created turmoil 
that exploded into fisticuffs at a 


_ candidate’s night meeting spon- 


sored by the Citizen’s Associa- 
tion. The first was a charge that 
elected officials had been con- 
sulted more than a year before 
about the prospects of Greenbelt _ 
being sold to its tenants and had 
said nothing about it to the ten- 
ants until it came out during the 
election campaign. The other was 
that one of the “reform” candi- 
dates, Walter Volckhausen, who 
had served on the second council, 
was a concientious objector who 
had refused to accept a Navy 
Commission to teach math. 

The candidate’s night meeting 
began to get out of order when 
James Flynn took the floor and 
asked Volckhausen if he would 
take the oath of allegiance if he 
were inducted, according to the

School Board Seeks Halt 
To Involuntary Busing

A resolution submitted by five 
members of the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education was 
to be given a first reading at the 
Board’s Oct. 12 meeting. Ac- 
cording to School Boardmember 
Suzanne Plogman, the resolution 
is to initiate action to bring about 
the end of involuntary school 
busing. It is scheduled for sec- 
ond reading on October 26. 

Previously, the Board had indi- 
cated it would not seek to end in- 
voluntary busing until funding 
was assured to provide the 
needed school facilities to house 
the neighborhood children. How- 
ever, both Governor Parris 
Glendening and County Executive 
Wayne Curry, facing ongoing fis- 
cal crises, have indicated that 
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they cannot commit the funds 
sought. In light of this, Plogman 
says that she and _ other 


- boardmembers believe it to be 


their responsibility to take the 
next step. 

The resolution would modify 
the current desegegration plan for 
the county so that all students 
could be assigned to their neigh- 
borhood schools once space be- 
comes available, subject to court 
approval. About 12,000 to 
13,000 students are currently sub- 
jected to involuntary busing, ac- 
cording to Plogman. Involuntary 
busing is that provided to achieve 
racial balance in classrooms and 
not the busing provided to enable 
children to go to voluntarily cho- 
sen magnet schools,

There are some big “ifs” to 
the resolution that may make it 
as infeasible as the unfunded 
desegregation plan,. Any school 
returning to neighborhood 
school status would have to be 
funded at the level designated 
in the board’s desegregation 
plan and have space available 
for the children-space that 
Plogman says is not available 
until new schools and more 
classrooms are built. In other 
words, the money that is not 
presently forthcoming is still 
needed before students could be 
assigned to neighborhood 
schools. 

The resolution also requires 
the superintendent of schools, 
the Chairman of the Desegrega- 
tion Committee, appropriate 
staff and board counsel to con- 
sult with the plaintiffs in the 
desegregation litigation concern- 
ing the proposed modification. 
Plogman advises that this will 
enable the superintendent to 
meet with the plaintiffs and es- 
tablish a dialogue.

Receive NSF Grant 


Prince Georges Community 
College is the lead institution in 
a coalition of 12 community 
colleges that has received an 
award of $695,000 from the 
National Science Foundation. 

The grant will provide fac- 
ulty enhancement workshops in 
three advanced technologies: 
image processing, remote sens- 
ing, and geographic information 
systems. The technologies will 
enable faculty and students to 
do such things as collect data 
from satellites and analyze the 
data using sophisticated com- 
puter software.

June, 1945—Jonnie Cohen of 
73-C Ridge was the envy of the 
neighborhood boys each time he 
got a package from his dad. Major 
Reuben Cohen, stationed with a 
hospital unit in Barle-Duc, France 
has sent his son a wide variety of 
war souvenirs which are displayed 
to the gang and for which numer- 
ous trade offers are received. 

Largest and most spectacular of 
the treasures is the khaki nylon 
German parachute. Only one small 
section was damaged by the bullet 
that brought it down. A piece of 
bright red nylon, a small part of a 
larger supply parachute, was also 
received and has been earmarked 
for the family sewing machine. 

Other souvenirs include a 
French Officer’s cap, a heavy 
black German paratrooper’s hel- 
met, a collection of empty shells in 
a German ammunition box, all 
sorts of arm bands including a red 
one bearing the swastika, a variety 
of European coins and a German 
pocket knife. Both Jonnie and his 
mother received real wooden 
shoes, and Jonnie received clever 
French coloring books. 

Mrs. Marjorie Cohen also re- 
ceived many souvenirs. Some of 
her most prized are a black 
Wedgewood vase, handmade Bel- 
gian laces, Guerlain toiletries, kid 
gloves from Paris, tiny antique salt 
spoons and an old gold locket. For 
Mother’s Day she received pressed 
flowers from Bar-le-Duc which 
she made into a flower print for 
the living room wall, She has also 
added four majolica plates to her 
collection. 

Major Cohen, a lawyer before 
entering service, had been overseas 
for 18 months.

Greenbelt Cooperator. The can- 
didate replied that his stand as 
a conscientious objector would 
have prevented him from taking 
orders from anyone which went 
against the dictates of his con- 
science. Flynn, pursued the line 
of questioning, asking 
Volckhausen if he admitted to 
being a communist, to which he 
replied that he had been 
investigated by the FBI and 
cleared of any suspicion of be- 
ing connected with the commu- 
nist movement. 

Flynn went on with his ques- 
tioning despite repeated re- 
quests that he yield the floor. 
Finally, Irving Rothschild 
hurled the accusation of “Fas- 
cist” at Flynn, according to the 
news account, at which point 
Flynn struck at Rothschild, 
splintering his glasses against 
his face. After the two were 
separated, C.P.O: Frank 
Desmond continued the interro- 
gation, accusing Volckhausen of 
opposition to the constitution, 
to which the candidate at- 
tempted to respond that his 
views were protected by the 
constitution. According to the 
paper, the meeting was taken 
over by Volckhausen’s hecklers. 
The chair being unable to re- 
store order, the majority of the 
audience got up and walked 
out. 

In a letter to the editor, 
Rothschild declared that the 
meeting had “undersmells that 
bear a strong resemblance to 
certain ‘political concepts 
against which we have been at 
war for the past four years.” 
Nathan Shine decried that, 


‘“Eourteen men and women who > 


sought the confidence of their 
tellow citizens sat abashed, and 
did not raise a single voice 
when a fundamental human

right was under attack.” Donald 
H. Cooper and Anne Hull also 
wrote letters criticizing the at- 
tack on Volckhausen and the 
paper published a letter previ- 
ously written by Reverend Rob- 
ert L. Kincheloe. formerly Pas- 
tor of the Greenbelt Community 
Church, which had been written 
to the Selective Service Com- 
mission and attested to 
Volckhausen’s sincerity in his 
convictions. 

In a front page editorial, the 
Cooperator declared that once 
more the town was “in the pub- 
lic eye ‘in trouble again.’” It 
went on to say that, “the most 
striking aspect of the event was 
the utter absence of any spirit 
of fair play or any desire to 
abide by the rules, and the 
most effective protest the audi- 
ence could have made to the 
exhibition...was the one it used 
of walking out.”

The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum elected five incumbents 
and one new person to the Board 
of Directors at its annual meeting 
on September 21. Re-elected 
were Barbara Havekost, Sandra 
Lange, Anne Meglis, Judi Nichols 
and Linda Warner. The new 
member is Ginger Crocket, a 
former museum intern. She is 
currently obtaining her masters’ 
degree in museum studies from 
George Washington University. 

Following the meeting, the 
board elected its officers for the 
coming year: Sandra Lange, 
president; Mary Linstrom, vice 
president; Lee Shields, secretary; 
Dorothy White, treasurer. 

Former president Lee Shields 
noted that more children are vis- 
iting the Museum than had been 
anticipated. He stated that FOGM 
needed to work on more ways to 
interest children and interpret 
Greenbelt’s history with them. 

Shields commented on the ac- 
complishments of FOGM over 
the year. These include expanding 
the audience learning about the 
museum over the world wide 
web, working with three interns, 
and “learning what a professional 
curator can do for us and with 
us.” 

The museum curator, Ann 
Denkler, works eight hours per 
week. With the help of a fellow- 
ship and other grants, she will be 
expanding her work with FOGM 
to three days per week. 

Other major accomplishments 
over the year include: 

* Painting the first floor and 
the exterior of the Museum; 


* Inventorying, preserving, in-— 


terpreting the collection; 

« Mounting two special ex- 
hibits, one on dolls and one on 
women's hats; 

* Fundraising through partict- 
pation in Greenbelt’s Rotary Club 
“Roast” and two flea markets; 

* Receiving a grant of $5,023 
by the Maryland Humanities 
Council to develop an exhibit and 
lecture series on “Images and 
Voices of Greenbelt”: 

¢ Receiving a grant of $5,000 
by the Gilbert and Jaylee Mead 
Family Foundation to commission 
a play about Greenbelt to be per- 
formed by the Greenbelt Cultural 
Arts Center; 

* Being awarded a Smith- 
sonian Institution fellowship in 
museum practices for Ann 
Denkler to design and test a ma- 
jor exhibit on domestic tech- 
nology for the Community Cen- 
ter; 
© Being awarded $1,975 by 
the American Association of Mu- 
seums to assess Museum pro- 
grams with the aid of an outside 
- consultant. 

800 Visitors 

Over 800 visitors toured the 
Greenbelt Museum in the past 
year. While most were from 
Greenbelt, others came from 23 
states and six foreign countries 
including a group of 26 people 
from Kazakhstan and Kyrgyzstan. 
Volunteers donated over 1,600 
hours of time working as tour 
guides and on other museum 
business such as writing grants. 
FOGM has 156 paid members 
representing 219 persons. 

In the coming year FOGM 
will be expanding into the Com- 
munity Center. A new office will 
be established in the Community 
Center and space will be avail- 
able for storage and preservation 
of archival materials. A new ex- 
hibit space is planned for the first 
floor Visitors’ Center. The interns

to deter crime successful. How- 
ever, there is a cultural defi- 
ciency in our society that affects 
crime. “Unless the cultural as- 
pects change, we’re in for a long 
haul,” he told the group. Code 
enforcement is one way to 
change the culture. It identifies 
Greenbelt as a law-abiding city. 
“We enforce the laws here.” 


Development 

The candidates were asked 
what kind, if any, development 
they would favor—particularly in 
Greenbelt East. Putens advo- 
cated low density, quality devel- 
opment. “This council has 
worked diligently to reduce, re- 
duce, reduce.” 

“We met them in their Gucci 
shoes and stood up to them,” 
Bram stated, referring to the rep- 
resentatives of Pepsico’s Taco 
Bell who had proposed a three 
fast food complex serving alco- 
holic beverages. “We got 
Chevy's instead.” “Reduced 
density is the key,” White said. 
“Time is on our side. We wear 
them down. We absolutely wear 
them down.” 

Roberts. advocated open 
space. “If years ago we had 
made a commitment to buy as 


_ much property for parkland [in- 


stead of building luxuries such 
as swimming pools and recre- 
ation centers which could have 
been done later] we would have 
been a lot better off.” Siegel 
congratulated the council for 
what they have done. If any 
more “tower” buildings are to be 
built, she felt that they should be 
a mix of commercial, office and 
residential use to minimize the 


_ need for parking. “This side of 
the city is one huge parking lot |

and I want that to stop,” she 
said. 

Davis cited her role as a 
member and chair of the Advi- 


sory Planning Board. “We did 


not take the first offer given,” 
she said. The APB wanted de- 
velopers to provide a good sup- 


ply of housing stock with ameni- 
ties and landscaping and top 
quality commercial buildings. 
Adequate roads are another es- 
sential consideration. 


Highways 

GEAC’s third question dealt 
broadly with traffic related is- 
sues. It was later supplemented 
by a question posed by Charlene 
McAdams of Greenwood Village 
concerning the placing of high 
occupancy vehicle (HOV) lanes 
on the Beltway. 

Siegel advocated traffic stud- 
ies. She would oppose anything 
that dumps more traffic into 
Greenbelt. She took note of her 
observations of the result of 
speed bumps installed at the 


- Beltsville Agricultural Research 


Center (BARC). Speed bumps 
discourage a lot of traffic on 
roads where they are placed, she 
felt. Putens referred to the 
Inter-county Connector as a con- 
tinuing problem for the city. 
“We can’t seem to kill the thing. 
It keeps coming back again and 
again.” He also felt that pro- 
posed developments at BARC 
would put a “strangle-hold” on 
the city. 

Roberts pointed out his active 
roll in fighting traffic generators 
by noting that he had gone down 
to testify against the proposed 
Redskin football stadium to be 
located in Landover. He was 
way down on the speaker list 
and had to wait a long time to 
“give them a piece of my mind.” 
“Sometimes you have to do 
something for safety reasons 
even if people get mad at you 
for doing it.” He felt that 
people should work toward re- 
ducing the volume of traffic 
rather than considering adding 
more lanes to the Beltway. _ 
White felt the council should 
focus in the next term on install- 
ing street lights along Hanover 
Parkway. He called the “HOV 
thing” a major investment study, 
a way to spend a lot of money. 
He questioned the wisdom of 
such lanes on a circular road and 
wondered how traffic could be

Unlike the North End School, 
the county did not acquire the 
ownership of the Center School 
from the government. The Board 
of Education had to eventually 
buy it from the city. This was be- 
cause the school was considered a 
multi-purpose building that was as 
much a community center as a 
school.
